1 . (Previously presented) A barrier of variable dimensions configured for inhibiting an ingress 
and egress of insects with respect to an adjacent entrance, the barrier comprising; 

a SubstantiaUy planar dosed frameincluding aplurality of interconnecting first and second 
members for defining an opening, at least some of the membere configured for adjustment in length 
to conform the peripheral dimension of the assembled finme to those of the adjacent entrance; 

the first member of the plurality of interconnecting members having a base having first and 
second edge portions, the first and second edge portions being folded toward eadi other to form a 
pair of tabs to provide a female connector; 

the second member of the phirality of inten»nnecting members having a pan: of flanges 
providing a male connector configured for being received by the female connector for coiq)ling the 
first member and the second member to one another, such that vAm received the pair of flanges 
overlap with the pair of tabs of an adjacent first member. 

aplurahtyofdunndpoitionsattachedtoatleastsomeofthemembera,thechannelpoitions " 
configured for providmg a continuous channel disposed mtemiediBte the first and second edge 
portions, flie oontimious channel extending around the closed fiame once assembled; and 
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the continuous channel configured for attachment to an insect screen for covering the defined 
opoiing of the closed firame. 

2. (Previously presented) The banier of daim 1, wherein the overliqi of the tabs and the flanges 
is con^Bcssible for providing fiictional engagement between the tabs and the flanges, flie ftictional 
engagement for inhibiting s^aratton of the first member and the second member once assembled. 

3. (Original) The barrier of daim 2 further comprising a supplementary fasteaer for the overlap 
of thetabs and flanges, the festener sdected from the group comprising mechanical fasteners and an 
adhesive. 

4. (Original) The bania- of claim 3 , wherein the mechanical fastener is sdected fiom the group 
comprising; crimping, welding, bolts, rivets, nails, staples, and socws. 

5. O*reviously presented) The banier of claim 1 wherein the oontiimousdjanndopais on to the 
defined opening and is configured for inhibiting damage to the adjacent screen. 

6. (Original) The barrio^ of daim 5, wheran the first member is a comer member and the 
second member is a side member. 

7. (Original) The banier of claim 6, wherein the lengfli of die side member is variable. 

8. (Original) The bairi^pf daim 7, wherein the plurality of int«connecting members includes 
four right angled comer members and at least four side members to provide a four sided fiame once 
assembled. 
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9. (Previously preseated) The barrier of daim 5 wherein the channel portion is an extension of 
one of the tabs. 

1 0. (Original) Hie harder of claim 5, wherein fhe second member is a key member for joining 
two tidjacent first membeis, the key having a male connector on each end. 

1 1 . (Original) The barrier of claim 5, \Kdiei:ein the second moiber is a coma member and the 
first member is a side memb^. 

12. (Original) Thebamerofclaim 11, wheieinthemalecQmiectorisakeymemba 
a basie of the comer membca' at one end and having a male connector at the other end. 

13. (Original) The barrier of claim 10, whereinftek^memberprovidesforanabutmentofsaid 
chanael portions on adjacent first members. 

1 4. (Previously presented) A kit for providing a banier of variable dimensions configurable to 
confiamL to the peripheral dimension of an adjacent entrance^ the barrier comprising; 

a plurality of substantially planar members configured for int^connection to form a 
subsiiantially planar closed frame defining an opening, at least some of the members being variable in 
length; 

at least one first member of the plurality of members having a base having first and second 
edge portions being folded toward each other to form a pair of tabs to provide a female coimecton 

at least one second member of the plurality of members having a pair of flanges providing a 

male connector configured for being received by the female connector^ the pair of flanges for 

intenicting with the pair of tabs of an adjacent said first member for coupling fhe first member and 

the second member to one another, 

a plurahty of channel portions^ each of the channel portions attadied to a respective one of 
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the members, the channel portions configured for providing a contmuous channel disposed 
intamediate the first and second edge portions, the continuous diannel extending around the dosed 
fi^ie once assembled. 

1 5. (Qrigmal) The kit of claim 1 4 further comprising an insect screen configured for attachment 
to ttie continuous channel for covering the defined opening of the closed firame, wherein the 
ass^iibled said fiame and said screea inhibit an ingress and egress of insects when installed adjacent 
to the entrance. 

16. (Previously presated) The kit of claim 15, wherein the kit provides a barrier that is 
configurable to conform to an adjacent entrance that is a catch basin opening. 

1 7. (Previoxjsly presented) The barrier of claim 1 , wherein the adjacent mtrance with r^ect to 
which the barrier is configured is a catch basin oatrance. 

1 8. (Previously presented) The baniCT of claim 1, wherein the plurality of interconnecting first 
and siecond members fonn a continuous flange extending around the closed frame once assembled. 

19. (Previously presented) The kit of claim 14, wherein the pluraKty of first and second members 
arc oonfigured to form a continuous flange extending around the closed fiamc once assembled. 
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
